Alſo, if it begins to rain an hour or two before day, it is 
like to be fair before noon, and to hold ſo all the reſt of the 
day.

3 
Or, when the air grows thick by degrees, and the ſun 
ſhines duller and duller, till it ſhines not at all, or the moon 
or the ſtars by night, then it is like to rain fix hours uſually. 
Alſo, when it begins to rain from the ſouth, with a high 
wind, for two or three hours, and then the wind falls, (and 
it continues raining ſtill) then it is like to rain for twelve 
ours or more, and uſually rains till a ſtrong wind ariſes to 
clear the air. Theſe long rains ſeldom hold above twenty- 
four hours, or ſeldom happen above once a year. 
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Signs of the Weather from Miſts. 
F the miſts ariſe out of ponds and rivers, and there ya- 
niſh away (that is, are either exhaled or ſubſide) they 
tignify fair weather. But if, from thence, they are attracted 
to the tops of hills, it is like there will be rain ſuddealy, ci. 
ther the ſame day, or commonly within two or three days, 
When a mit}, or thin cloud, happens in a dry ſeaſon, and 
aſcends upwards, and is turned into a thick «cloud, it is 
a fign that rain will follow. But, when a miſt falls down- 
ward quickly, aſter rain, it is then a ſign of fair weather, 
If, before fun-r.ſing, it be a general miſt (both on the hills 
and vales) near the Full Moon, it ſipnifie< fair weather.

The natural reaſon of all which is this: Plants are a ſort 


of natural hygrometers, being compoſed of an infinite num- 
ber of fibres, tracheæ, or air-veſlels, arteries, and veins, 
which are like ſo many canals, or pipes, through which the 
moiſture of the air, as well as the juice of the earth, is con- 


- 


veyed into all their parts. | 


Since plants are vegetables, and fixed in the bowels of 


their mother earth, they receive the matter of reſpiration 
from her, and rather from water and air drained from the 


earth; and their air-veſlels are repleniſhed from the halitus 


of the earth, being ſucked in at the extremities of the roots, 
"Theſe tracheæ, or air-veſlels, are viſible, and appear very 
pretty in the leaf of the ſcabious, or the vine, by pulling

£ 4 HE Sun ring in the morning fair and bright, and 


ſetting at night bluſhing, without ſpots or black clouds 


near it, is one ſign of fair weather: Thus PL IN, I. xviii. e. 


35. The Sun riſing clear, and not hot, promiſes a fair day. 
If it riſes clear, and ſets clear the day before, you may be 
the more ſare of fair Weather. 

If the clouds, about the ſetting Sun, look red, the next 


day is like to be fair. According to an old ſaying, 


The evening red, and the morning grey, 
Is a ſign of a fair dax. 


If the clouds are driven from the Sun riſing, and paſs away 
to the weſt, it is a ſign of fair weather. If the riſing Sun be 
encompaſſed with an iris, and afterwards that iris wear away 


equally on all ſides, it is a ſign of fair weather. 


Signs of fair Weather from the Moon and Stars: 


"J*HE Moon, when ſhe is three or four days old, and 


has horns ſharp-pointed and bright, predicts fair wea- 


ther till the full, if not all the month, A bright or ſhining 
circle about the Moon, when at the full, promiſes fair wea- 
ther for many days. Thus Virzcir :

Signs of Fair Weather from Infefts. 
i, WW CPIDERS webs in the air, or on the glaſs and trees, 
wad foretell very fair and hot weather. Dr. LIS ER (Philoſ. 
ca. WI Tranſ. No 50. p. 1014.) gives a full account of theſe ſpiders 
ing that ſpin in a thread, and are the makers of thoſe long 
ca. chreads in the air, in the ſummer, and eſpecially towards 


September, ſo much wondered at, and in ſuch infinite num- 


bers every-where. They will dart out a whole ſtamen or 
heaf at once, conſiſting of many filaments, yet all of one 


length, all divided each from the other, and diſtin&, till 


ſome chance either ſnap them off, or entangle them. The 
lame ingenious author, taking notice one day that the air was 
full of theſe ſpiders webs, got upon the top of the higheſt 
ſteeple on York minſter, and did thenee diſcern them yet ex- 
ceeding high above him. Other ſigns of fair weather we 
have from other inſects, particularly bees, when they fly 
far from their hives, and come late home. Great ſwarms 
ef gnats preſage the ſame ; ſo do glow-worms by 7 
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Theſe (ſays Dr. Powe, in his Microſ. Obſ. p. 23.) are 


thoſe night- animals with their lanthorns in their tails, thoſe 
creeping ſtars (Stellæ terreſtres MoUFFET calls them) that 
ſeem to out-ſhine thoſe in the firmament, and to out vie them 


too in this property, eſpecially, that, whereas the celeſtial 


lights are obſcured quite by the interpoſition of a ſmall cloud, 
theſe terreſtrial ſtars are more enlivened and enkindled there- 
by, whoſe pleaſant fulgor no darkneſs is able to eclipſe, 
Theſe inſects are of the beetle kind; the tail of a glow-· worm 


is made of ſeven ſhelly rings, at the laſt of which are viſible 


the two ſhining points, 1 ä 

The light made by this inſect (ſays Sir THOMAS BROWx, 
in his Vulgar Errors) depends upon a living ſpirit, and ſeems 
by ſome vital irradiation to be actuated into this luſtre: For 
when they are dead they ſhine not, nor always when they 


are alive, but give light according to the diffuſion of this ſpi- 


rit, and the protruſion of their luminous part. | 
But ALEXANDER Ross (in his Animadverſions on Dr. 


Brown's Vulgar Errors, in his Arcana Microcoſmi, page 


142, makes this remark : — When (ſays he) Sir Tomas 
* BRO WR ſays, that the light of the glow-worm depends up- 
« on a living ſpirit, he expreſſes but a remote cauſe; for the 
« proximate and immediate cauſe is the natural heat in a clear, 


_ « luminous water or humour: For I have obſerved in thoſe
